AN ACT 


To incorporate Fonatuan Garwner, jun. and others 
therein named, into a Society, by the name of the 
Marine Society, at Salem, in the County of Effex, 
in the Province of the Maffachufetts-Bay, in New- 
England. 


HEREAS a confiderable number of per- 

fons, who are or have been Matters of 

fhips-or other veflels, have for feveral years paft 
affociated therfifelves inthe town of Salem; and 
the principal end.of faid Society being to improve 
the knowledge of this coaft, by the feveral Mem- 


bers upon their arrival from fea communicating 


their obfervations inwards and outwards of the 
variation of the needle, foundings, courfes and 
diftances, and all other remarkable things about it, 
in writing, to be lodged with the Society, for the 
making the navigation more fafe; and alfo to re- 
lieve one another and their families in poverty or 
Db other 
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other adverfe accidents of life, which they are 
more particularly liable to; and have for this end 
raifed a confiderable common ftock ; and the faid 
perfons, affociated as aforefaid, finding themfelves 
under difficulties and difcouragements in carrying 
on the faid defigns without an incorporation; and 
Jonathan Gardner, jun. and others of them, having 
petitioned the Great and General Court of this 
Province in their prefent feffion, to be incorporated 
for the purpofes aforefaid ; and their intention ap- 
pearing laudable and deferving encouragement: 


Be it enacted by the Governor, Council, and Houfe of 
Reprefentatives, Tuat, Fonathan Gardner, jun.

tate, fhall not exceed the fum of five hundred pounds 
per annum ; andto manage and difpofe faid ef- 
tate as fhall feem fit: And faid Society fhall have 
a Mafter, Deputy-Mafter, Tieafurer and Clerk, 
and other officers they fhall think proper. 


And be it therefore further enacted, That the faid 
Marine Society fhall, on the fecond Thurfday in 
June next, affemble to appoint their firft Mafter, 
Deputy-Matter, Treafurer and Clerk, and other 
Officers as they fhall think proper, and their feal,. 
and make by-laws: and faid Officers fhall continue 
until the laft Thurfday in Oétober next, on which 
day the faid Marine Society fhall meet annually 
afterwards, on the faid laft Thurfday of C&ober 
annually, at Salem aforefaid, to choofe a Matter, 
Deputy-Matter, ‘Treafurer and Clerk, and other 
officers as they fhall think proper ; and for the ad- 
miffion of new Members, which fhall be done by a 
taajor vote of the Members prefent at fuch annual 
meeting ; and to make, alter and annul their by- 
laws; and if, by reafon of any emergency, the

ety fhall meet at Salem on the latt Thurfday of 
every month for all other bufinefs; and whenever’ 
any of the officers of faid Society fhall die, or be 
difabled, or remove out of the government, others 
fhall be appointed or ele@ted in their room, at the 
next monthly meeting ; and all inflruments which 
{aid Society fhall lawfully make, fhall, when in the 
name of faid Society, and purfuant to the votes 
thereof, and figned and delivered by the Mafter, 
and fealed with their common feal, bind faid So» 
ciety, and be valid in law.

England. 


HEREAS, in and ‘by an A@, entitled, 
y “An A& to incorporate JonaTHAN 
Garpner, jun. and others therein named, into a 
Society, by the name of the Marine Society, at 
Salem, in the County of Effex, in the Province of 
Maffachufetts-Bay, in New-England,”’ it is among 
other things enacted, * That the faid Society fhall 
have an annual meeting on the laft Thurfday of 
O&tober, to choofe fuch officers as they fhall think 
proper—for the admiffion of new members, by a 
majority of the votes of the members then prefent 
, and

and to make, alter and annul their by-laws ; 
and likewife that the faid Society fhall meet at 
the faid Salem, on the laft Thurfday of every 
other month, for conducting all other bufinefs:’’ 
And whereas the faid Society have reprefented to 
this Court, that the beneficial purpofes of the in- 
ftitution thereof will be as effeGtually accom plifhed 
by having their meetings lefs frequent, and the 
admiffion of new members conduéted in another 
manner, than is deferibed in faid act : 


Be it enaéted by the Senate and Houfe.of Reprefen- 
tatives, in General Court affembled, and by the autho- 
rity of the fame, That from and after the pafling of 
this ac, there fhall be four quarterly meetings of the 
{aid Society, viz. On the laft Thurfday of OStober, 
on the lat Thurfday of January, on the laft Thurt- 
day of April, and onthe laft Thurfday of July, 
annually ; and at either of the faid meetings they 
are hereby authorized to perform: all and every 
bufinefs they were empowered to perform at their 
annual meeting onthe laft Thurfday of October, 
by the before recited aét, excepting that no perfon 


propofed to be a member of the faid Society, fhall 


be admitted at either of thofe mectings, unlefs 
there be three-fourths of the votes of the members 
prefent at fuch meeting for his admiifion. 


And be it further enatted by the authority aforefaid, 
That whenever any fix members of the faid 5So- 


ciety fhall, in writing, directed to the Mafter of the ~ 


faid Society, requeft a meeting may be called, 
other than the quarterly meetings before mention- 
ed, the faid Mafter, on fuch application, fhall call

VAY hE as, by the reprefentation of the 
{aid Marine Society, it appears that the 
efic&s refulting from faid A@, made and paffed in 
the year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred 
and eighty four, are not fuch as were expe&ted, and 
that the benevolent views in inftituting faid Society 
will be greatly promoted, fhould the faid A& be re- 
pealed, and fome alterations be made in the faid 
A& of Incorporation :

Be it therefore enadted by the Senate and Honfe of 
Reprefentatives, in General Court affembled, and by the 
authority of the fame, That the faid Act, made and 
paifed in the year of our Lord one thoufand feven 
hundred and eighty-four, entitled, “ An A& in 
addition to an Act for incorporating JonaTHAN 
Garpner, jun. and others therein named, into a 
Society, by the name of the Marine Society, at 
Salem, in the County of Effex, in the Province of 
the Maflachufetts-Bay, in New-England,” be, and 
the fame is hereby, repealed. 


And be it further enaéted by the authority aforefaids 
That the faid Marine Society may, and fhall, have 
as full power and authority at each of the monthly 
meetings of faid Society, for the purpofe of electing 
and admitting members, as they have by faid A& 
of Incorporation at their annual meeting. on the 
lat Thurfday of O@ober :—Previded, That no 
perfon fhall be ele&ed and admitted as a member 
thereof at any other meeting of faid Marine 
Society than the faid annual meeting on the laft 
Thurfday of Odober, unlefs two thirds of the 
members prefent at fuch meeting vote, and be im 
favour of fuch admiffion.
